the month and on Friday. In the first 
place Secretary Gage was prevented 
from going with the party by the ill- 
ness of his wife, who has since died 
Mrs. McKinley was stricken ill and 
hovered so close to death as to upset 
all calculations and programs. Secre- 
tary Long’s daughter wa» taken sick 
and he had to hasten to her bedside. 
Secretary Hav was confined by illness: 
Gov. Nash, of Ohio, was poisoned by 
ivy while visiting the giant trees of 
California and wus laid up with a clos- 
ed eye and badly swollen face. Mrs. 
McKinley was to have touched the 
button to launch the Ohio, but being 
too ill, her niece, Mbs Barber, had to 
take her place; the big Ohio banquet 
at the Palmer House, San Francisco, 
was called off and the receptions in 
that city and along the line cancelled. 
The trip was arranged with the great- 
est care and every detail carefully 
looked after. It was to be the greatest 
event of the year. McKinley’s subjects 
were to be given a chance to see their 
ruler aod to fall down and worship him. 
But man proposes and God disposes. 
Vanity of vanities, all is vanity. 

The great street railway strike at 
Albany, N. Y , aod adjoining cities 
has been settled and the 11 days’ reign 
of violence ended, with matters almost 
the same as when the strike commenc- 
ed. By resorting to violence the strik- 
ers placed themselves beyond the scope 
of public sympathy and lost their con- 
tention from bad judgment and worse 
management. Troops bad to be called 
out and in the protection of non-uulon 
labor in its right to work, they killed 
one man and shot two others Union la- 
bor is all right when It seeks by unity 
of action to secure justice and fairness, 
but when it assumes to say no one else 
shall work except on the terms they 
themselves dictate aod proceed by vio- 
lence to prevent men from exercising 
an inalienable right, it forfeits all 
claim to public sympathy and support 
aod deserves to get it in the neck as in 
the Albany strike. When- men can 
show that they are being wronged by 
heartless corporations and others and 
peaceably demand their rights, they 
will be backed by public sentiment, 
which always sympathizes with the 
weak, but the moment they take the 
law in their own hands and become a 
law unto themselves, that minute they 
lose out and ought to do so. 

A Mon of 5,000, that wanted to lynch 
a Negro and his wife at Cornollsville, 
Pa., for the murder of a yardmaster, 
was stood off by a brave officer and a 
small posse. "The first man who en- 
ters the jail will die," exclaimed the 
officer and none of those who were so 
anxious to take life would risk his own 
in the attempt. Mobs are nearly al- 
ways cowardly aod usually one man 
can whip a thousand and two put 10,- 
000 to tllght. 

We regret to observe that Editor 
James M. Kicbardson, of the Glasgow 
Times, has sued Editor R. W. Knott, 
of the Louisville Post, for 125,000 dam- 
ages. The latter charged him as one 
of the board of Prison Commissioners, 
with selling a beef contract, a proposi- 
tion so preposterous as to make it ri- 
diculous, and to apparently call more 
for a caning than a law suit. 

Another big scheme is atioat. The 
Florida Legislature is wrestling with 
bills to permit the cutting of a canal 
across the peninsular to connect the At- 
lantic and the Gulf of Mexico. There 
is said to be 1100,000,000 behind the 
scheme and millions in it if the canal 
is ever built. -

hrRTON. — A big hearted, liberal aod 
olevRr man, who revered his 
Maker and toyed bis fellows, went to 
bis reward, when Mr. William Bur- 
ton breathed his last at 10:15 Saturday 
night. A month ago a carbuncle de- 
veloped on tbe bark of bis neck and be 
was taken to the Joseph Price Infirm- 
ary, where every attention was given 
him, but blood poisoning Intervened 
and soon did its work. Tbe carbuncle 
was about the largest on record aud 
tbe doctors took a photograph of It for 
use In medical publications. Toe na- 
iled suffered agonies, but his cheerful 
spirit was manifested all through tbe 
long ordeal and he murmured not. He 
thought from tbe first that he would 
not survive and spoke calmly and fear- 
lessly of death, his only regret seeming 
to be tbauhe could not-see some of his 
children again In the flesh. Mr. Bur- 
ton was a member of tbe Presbyterian 
church and few Sundays saw bis seat 
vacant In tbe church here. He was a 
tlrm believer In immersion, but waded 
to be with bis family in churcn mem- 
beisbtp. The Presbyterians wont Im- 
merse, but will accept as members 
those baptized that way by other de 
nominations. So Mr. Burton first join- 
ed the Methodist church, was Immers- 
ed and then joined the church of his 
wife and family. He was an excellent 
man and one that could never refuse a 
favor. He would bave died a rich man, 
but fur going security for friends and 
then having to pav for them. Mr. Bur- 
ton was about 7!i years old and was 
twice married, first to Miss Mary Jane 
McKinney, daughter of Capt. Burton

truth of the Scripture, which says 
“Train a child in the wav he should go 
and when he Isold be will not depart 
from it.” Mr. Burton served bis coun- 
try well both in war and peace. When 
tbe call for soldiers for tbe Mexican 
war wa-> made over 50 years ago, he re- 
sponded with alacrity and was*with his 
command through the entire campaign, 
which resulted so victoriously for tbe 
Americans. How greatly be was loved 
aud respected was shown yesterday af- 
ternoon when hundreds of friends gath- 
ered at tho open grave In BulTalo Cem- 
etery to pay him the last tribute of re- 
spect. A short service was held there 
by Ilev, S. M. Ilaukin and then all that 
was mortal of father, brother and 
Iriend was consigned to the dust.
